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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1 -1 1 in the reply filed on 08 
November 2005 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 12-21 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Group, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 08 November 
2005. 

Specification 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hellman 
(GB 1337134), of record by Applicant. 

Regarding claim 1, Hellman ('134) teaches in figure 6 and the corresponding text 
a method of forming an arc tube optimized for use in a vertical orientation, said method 
comprising steps of: (a) providing a light transmissive body (12d) having an open first 
end and an open second end; (b) inserting a first lead assembly (13) into said body at 
said first end;

(c) pinch fomning a first surface of rotation on said first end of said body; (d) inserting a 
second lead assembly (14a) into said body at said second end; and, (e) pinch forming a 
second surface of rotation different from said first surface of rotation on said second end 
of said body. 

Regarding claim 2, Hellman ('134) teaches steps of sealing said first lead 
assembly on said first end of said body and sealing said second lead assembly on said 
second end of said body. 

Regarding claim 3, Hellman CI 34) teaches one of said step of sealing said first 
lead assembly is performed simultaneously with step c) and said step of sealing said 
second lead assembly is performed simultaneously with step e). 

Regarding claim 4, Hellman CI 34) teaches seals are formed outwardly of 
respective ones of said first and second surfaces of rotation. 

Regarding claim 5, Hellman CI 34) teaches first surface of rotation in step c) is 
one of an ellipsoid and a cone. 

Regarding claim 6, Hellman ('134) teaches second surface of rotation in step (g) 
is the other of said ellipsoid and said cone. 
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Regarding claim 7, Hellman ('134) teaches a step of applying a reflective end 
coating (36a) along said end of said body having said cone. 

Regarding claim 8, Hellman ('134) teaches steps of substantially evacuating said 
quartz cylinder and inserting a quantity of dosing ingredients into said substantially 
evacuated cylinder after step (e). 

Regarding claim 9, Hellman ('134) teaches a step of Inserting a third lead 
assembly prior to step e). (see figure 1, part 15) 

Regarding claim 10, Hellman ('134) teaches step of inserting a third lead 
assembly is performed simultaneously with one of steps b) and d). 

Regarding claim 11, Hellman ('134) teaches an arc lamp formed according to a 
method of claim 1 .
